Two of Bristol's industries are 
being hard-hit by the wool short 
age aud high wool prices, with con 
sequent lay offs for indeHllite peri 
ods of time. 
Tin* firms affected an* Warner J. 
Steel and the Thomas I,. Leedom 
Company. 
The lay-off ut the la*edom plant 
will go into effect at Hie close of 
operations today, 
with 
about 
40 
people being affected. This repre­ 
sents 20 to 25 per cent of tin* em ­ 
ployees, a c c o r d i n g to William 
Lloyd, vice-president of the Arm. 
All employees at the Steel mill, 
with 
exception 
of 
maintenance 
crew, have already been affected. 
Idty-offs there occurred lust week, 
for un 
indefinite 
period of time. 
I How long the mill will lie closed is 
uot known, states Mr. Prifold. The 
latter blames the wool shortage for 
the present condition. 
"There are two factors involved." 
Htutes Mr. Lloyd in speaking of the 
situation at Leedom's, "the short 
age of wool, aud Hie wool prices 
which in turn make prices of car 
pets so high.” 
The hope is ex 
pressed by Mr. Lloyd, that the lax 
off will he hut for a few weeks. 
Ile adds: "All carpet wools are 
imported, mainly from India and

Today it must lie a source of considerable satisfaction 
to Congressman Cavin to look back and see how coni 
pletely right he was. At that time Congress was too upset 
over a wave of national strikes to heed his remarks, and a 
hodwinked public disregarded them in the turmoil over 
price controls and rationing. 
But time has fully vindicated everything Congress­ 
man Gavin said in his discussion.
